The car has been re­ 
painted and refurnished in all the 
sumptuousness feasible \*ith the ad­ 
vanced art decorations of to-day. Pres­ 
ident Roberts gave personal directions 
in regard to the furnishing of the car.

Lox DOV, Feb. 2*2. —In the Parnell com­ 
mission to-day Richard Pigott took the 
witness-stand. 
The court-room and ad- 
j a ent corridors wero filled with people, 
and a large crowd gathered in the streets 
in front of the law courts. 
Intense inter­ 
est was manifested. 
Pigott being sworn said he met Murphy 
casually in Paris. 
Murphy introduced 
himself as formerly a compositor in Pigbtt’s 
office. 
After several interviews Murphy 
agreed to find out where the Parnell letters 
were. 
He ultimately told Pigott of a black 
bag containing the first batch of letters and 
said 
he 
could 
have 
it 
for 
£500. 
Pigott returned 
to 
Dublin 
to obtain 
instructions and 
went back 
to Paris 
with 
the money. 
In 
the 
meantime 
the Clan-na-Gael had claimed the letters. 
This difficulty was finally overcome and 
the letters wore delivered to Pigott, he 
swearing before tho tribunal of five never 
to reveal the circumstances under which he 
had obtained them or the names of tho p er­ 
sons from whom he had received them, and 
never to appeal* os a witness with reference 
to them. 
Tho letters were brought to 
Dublin and duly handed over to Houston. 
The witness denied in tho most solemn and 
emphatic manner that he forged tho letters. 
Pigott, continuing, said ho bought a sec­ 
ond batch of letters from Tom Brown, and 
secured them after going through the cere­ 
mony of taking tho oath of secrecy before 
the tribunal of five. 
A third batch of let­ 
ters was bought of a man whose name was 
unknown to tho witness. 
Tho oath was 
taken as before, aud the price agreed upon 
paid in each case. 
Ho 
declared 
he 
never released Houston from tho obli­ 
gation of secrecy. 
Pigott acknowledged 
ho 
made 
a 
statement, 
which 
Mr. 
Lewis, 
tho distinguished 
counsel, 
had 
taken down in writing a t tho time, and was 
now produced in court. 
On this statem ent 
tho 
witness 
declared disbelief in 
the 
genuineness of the Parnell letters. 
He 
wrote to Archbishop Walsh offering to ex- 
|K>se the whole conspiracy. 
The arch- 
b shop refused to negotiate with him unless 
the name of the forger was divulged. 
These 
revelations 
produced an extra­ 
ordinary sensation in court |an d there was 
great excitement outside when the news 
reached tho street. 
Mr. Pigott was cross-examined by Sir 
Charles RusselL 
Tho witness admitted he 
wrote the letter to Archbishop Walsh un­ 
der a seal of confession. 
Fallowing is the 
letter in question, which was produced in 
court amid general astonishment. 
It was 
written three days before tho publication 
of tho first article on “ Parnellism and 
Crime” in tho Tirnos, and is dated March 4, 
ISS?: 


“ Y o u r G r a c e : 
I am aware of the de­ 
tails of the proceedings the object of which 
is to destroy the Parnell party in Parlia­ 
m ent 
I can not enter more into particu­ 
lars than to state these proceedings consist 
of tho publication of statements purport­ 
ing to prove the complicity of Parnell, 
himself, and some of his supporters with 
murder and outrages. 
These charges es­ 
tablished, they are to be followed up with 
criminal proceedings by the government. 
Your grace may rest assured that I speak 
from a full knowledge. 
I am in a position 
bi prove beyond doubt or question the 
truth of what I say. 
‘I can point out to your grace how these 
designs can lie successfully combatted and 
defeated. 
My only motive in writing is to 
suggest that your grace communicate the 
substance of my statement to tho parties 
concerned. 
I am unable to apply to tile 
parties direct. 
I fear that I am running 
tho risk of your displeasure, but unless my 
suggestion is met the proceedings will suc­ 
ceed in their object. 
Richard Pigott.” 
“ i’.S .—I need hardly add that if I dream t 
that the parties were guilty of the charges 
I should not press your grace to shield 
them. 
The evidence against them is in 
appearance convincing and probably suffi­ 
cient to secure conviction by an English 
ju ry .”

Tazzia week, and likewise proceed to toot. 
T ot several minqtes there is a fierce rivalry 
of very brassy melody between tho ancient 
and modern trumpeters- but as the sub 
sinks out of sight behind the western moun­ 
tains the whole volume and blare expires 
in a di^fyrdant b)^st, the like of which -- 
to bo heard nowhere else 6tt earth.

FORTY-TWO STATES. 
The passage of tfce territorial bill will 
present to the Union four new states— 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Montana, 
and 
Washington—making 
forty-two 
states. The bill provides that the peo 
pie of South Dakota shall vote May 14th, 
upon the adoption of the Sioux Falls 
constitution aud for the location of their 
capital, while the same day the people of 
North Dakota, Montana and Washington 
will vote for the election of state offijer® 
aud delegates to a constitutional conven­ 
tion , the constitutions to be adopted by 
the people the first Tuesday m October 
next. 
When euoh constitutions 
are 
adopted aud after the presidential pro­ 
clamation they will be admitted iu time 
to have their .senators and congressmen 
take their teats in the first regular session 
of the Fifty-first congress in December 
next 
These new states will have 344,366 
square miles to the area of the Union. 
The population of Dakota is 640,009, and 
it is estimated that by the time the na­ 
tional census is taken next year the two 
Dakotas probably will have between 650,- 
000 and 675,000 people, of whom South 
Dakota will have over 400,000 and North 
Dakota 250,000. 
Montana will have 
about 215,000 or 2*20.000 and Washington 
about the same, so that the four new 
cutes will su it off with a lound million 
aud 
a quarter 
of 
people. 
This 
will give South Dakota two repre­ 
sentatives 
and 
a 
fraction 
over. 
North Dakota one, and the other two 
states one each, on the new apportion­ 
ment of aOO.OOO as tile basis of represent­ 
ation, and there ib little doubt that they 
will send a solid republican delegation 


There have been 1402 bills introduced 
iii the legislature, a greater number than 
ever before known. It is not likely that 
more than one-third of the number will 
pass. One-third is certainly three-times 
more than should pass.

Boston, Mass., Feb. 22.—Tho latest news 
from H ayti is furnished by the second 
officer of tho steamer Delta, from Port do 
Paix. 
He says thoro is little or no communica­ 
tion between tho coast towns, but that in­ 
formation was received on tho 12th of 
February from a native mail carrier of a 
serious conflict between tho northern and 
southern armies three days before, one mile 
below St. Marc. 
It was said that the arm y 
under Hippolyto had 
been completely 
routed aud 200 or 300 killed. 
The mail 
carrier claimed th at the northern arm y had 
first blockaded tho port of St. Marc, after 
which Ligitime’s army ' moved toward the 
interior, and on the second day’s march en­ 
countered a detachment of Hippolyto’s 
forces, with the above result. 
Tho second officer also states that a rumor 
has gained considerable credence at Port do 
Paix that Hippolyte has been killed by a 
northern soldier, who, it is said, received 
$2,000 for the deed.

PARLIAM ENT O PEN ED . 


Gist of th e Queen’s Speech a* R e a l 
from th e Throne. 


L o n d o n , Feb. 22.—Parliam ent reassem­ 
bled to day. 
The royal speech reopening 
the session was read by the commission. 
It 
is in substance as follows: 
“Since the last session of Parliam ent 
nothing has occurred to affect the cordial 
relations with all foreign powers. 
The 
operations of the British forces in E gypt 
ami Thibet have been brought to a favor­ 
able conclusion. 
I have consented to en­ 
ter into a conference with Germany and 
United States a t Berlin on Samoan aff ail?. 
“This is a continuance of the conference 
recently held in Washington. The increase 
of estimates for national defense is rendered 
necessary by the action of the European 
powers. 
Bills will be introduced making 
local government complete in England and 
preparing for tho same in Scotland. Meas­ 
ures will bo taken to develop the resources 
of Irelandjaud amending the procedure with 
real property in 
Ireland. 
The recent 
statutes there are restoring confidence and 
having salutory results. 
Legal provisions 
are necessary for the execution of the 
sugar bounties convention and the conver­ 
sion of tho 3 per cents. 
A measure is also 
necessary for restoring gold coinage to a 
satisfactory condition. 
Bills were intro* 
dncod concerning the universities of Scot­ 
land, with reference to the liability of em­ 
ployers for accident to their workmen, 
establishing a departm ent of agriculture, 
lessening tho expense of the transfer of 
land, and remedying abuses attaching to 
joint stock companias, limited.” 
In conclusion tho Queen invokes the bless­ 
ing of tho Almighty upon the labors of 
Parliament.

The resolution was referred to tho com­ 
mittee on rules. 
Mr. Randall also asked consent for the 
immediate consideration of a resolution 
providing for the daily meeting of tho 
House at IO o’clock and tho consideration 
for one hour of a measure called up by 
unanimous consent. 
Mr. Breckenridge of 
Kentucky objected and tho resolution was 
referred to tho committee on rules. 
Mr. Chapman of Michigan endeavored 
to secure an evening session for the con­ 
sideration of resolutions accepting on be­ 
half of the United States the statue of 
Lewis Cass presented by the State of Michi­ 
gan, but Mr. Crisp of Georgia objected on 
the ground that the Democrats desired to 
hold a caucus. 
Mr. Chapman’s effort to 
secure a session for Saturday night was also 
unsuccessful, the Speaker calling attention 
to the fact that Saturday afternoon had been 
assigned for the consideration of resolutions 
relative to the death of the Hon. James N. 
Burnes, and that it was the custom of the 
House to adjourn after tho delivery of ad­ 
dresses. 
Equally unsuccessful was Mr, 
C hipm ans attem pt to procure Monday 
night. 
Mr. Randall determined that no 
Order could be made which might have the 
effect of delaying action on the Cowles bill. 
Mr. Chlpman then pesisted from his efforts 
and the House went into committee of the 
whole (Mr. Turner of Georgia in the chair) 
on the postoffice appropriation bill. 
During the debate on the postoffice meas­ 
ure Mr. Scott (Pa.) called tho attention of 
the Republicans to the fact that there were 
in Pennsylvania 191 Presidential postmas 
tors. 
During tho four years of the present 
administration the number of original ap­ 
pointments which had expired was 103, of 
resignations 22, of suspensions 17, of re­ 
movals ti, of deaths 8. 
The number of 
offices whioh had become Presidential was 
87. 
In three offices no changes had been 
made. 
In his own district there were 17 
Presidential postmasters, and during the 
present administration no changes had 
been made except in two cases where 
charges of malfeasance in office had been 
preferred. 
In 1885, between Feb. 25 and 
March 3, four Presidential postmasters in 
his district had been appointed and con­ 
firmed. 
The bill was then passed by the 
House, with an amendment fixing the sal­ 
ary of tho superintendent of registry a t 
Chicago at 40 per cent of the salary of the 
postmaster. 
The House then took up and made con­ 
siderable progress on tho deficiency bill, to 
which an amendment was added appropri­ 
ating $6,000 to pay Daniel Lamont, the 
President’s private secretary, the differ­ 
ence between his present salary and $5,000 
a year, the salary which his successor will 
receive. 


The Senate. 
The Senate devoted the larger portion of 
the day’s session to the sundry civil bill. 
A fter a long debate the amendment re­ 
ported from the appropriations committee 
allowing a royalty of OO cents per 1,000 
Impressions for the use of s'fceam plate print­ 
ing presses in the bureau of engraving was 
passed. 
Tho House bill allowed a royalty 
of I cent per 1,000 impressions. 
Further 
appropriatians reported from the commit­ 
tee were agreed to as follows: 
Sedalia 
(Mo.) postoffice site and building, $50,000; 
expense of international conference of 
American 
States 
(additional), 
$75,000; 
lighthouse and fog signal a t Chicago out- 
breakwater (substitute for House item of 
$5,200), $36,000; for the prevention of epi­ 
demics (additional), $335,000. 
The agricultural departm ent appropria­ 
tion bill was also reported to the Senate 
and notice was given that it would be 
called up as soon a tho sundry civil bill 
was disposed of. 
The conference report on the Legislative 
appropriation bill has been agreed to by 
both Houses.

W ashington, Feb. 22.—President Cleve­ 
land has returned to the House with a veto 
message the bill for the relief of settlers on 
the Des Moines river lands. 
The President says: 
“ One result of this legislation, if con­ 
summated and is effectual, should be to re­ 
store to the United States as a part of the 
public domain lands which more than 
twenty-five years ago the government ex­ 
pressly granted and surrendered and which 
repeated decisions of the Supreme court 
have judged to belong by virtue of this 
action of tho government to other parties. 
“ It is by no means certain that this pro­ 
posed legislation, relating to a subject 
peculiarly within tho judicial function and 
which attem pts to disturb rights and in­ 
terests thoroughly intrenched in the solemn 
adjudications of our courts, would be up­ 
held.

Jam es C. Flood—Dr. 
Passes Away. 
London, Feb. 22—Mr. James C. Flood of 
California died a t the Grand hotel a t 
Heidelberg a t IO o'clock Thursday morn* 
ing. 
He had been ill 
Germany 
for 
some 
time, but had been 
steadily wasting away 
and his end was uot 
unexpected. 
James C. Flood, the 
Bonanza king of Cali­ 
fornia, was born in 
the city of New York 
in the year 1826. 
He 
received a plain, com- 
mon-school education. 
How his 
time was 
spent b e f o r e h is 
school days and his 
m a j o r i t y 
is not 
known, but in 1849, when about 28 years 
old, he sailed for California, making the 
long journey around Cape Horn. 
Like all 
the adventurers of that period Mr. Flood 
had troublesome times, his disappointments 
and failures, and plenty of hard work. 
It was not until 1854 th at he emerged from 
obscurity and became known as the leading 
partner in the firm of Flood & O’Brien. 
It was Mr. Flood who projected the 
Nevada bank. 
Ho had as associates such 
men as James C. 
Fair and John VV 
Mackay. 
It was after finishing the im­ 
mense row of buildings called the Nevada 
block in San Francisco, and just before 
starting the Nevada bank, that Flood made 
his heavy call on the California I auk, 
which led to its suspension, and incidental­ 
ly, to the death of William C. Ralston. 
From this time Mr. Flood’s popularity 
waned. 
Ralston had been so great a favor­ 
ite th at none of those immediately con­ 
cerned in bringing about his fatal misfor­ 
tune were ever quite forgiven by the 
people. One of the most astonishing things 
about Mr. Flood was his memory, or rather 
lack of it. 
In an investigation his answers 
wore always: “ Don’t know,” or “don’t re­ 
member, ’ ’ etc. 
At the height of the Bo­ 
nanza excitement, when shares in the lead­ 
ing mines brought $900 and paid $50 a 
month dividend, Flood’s wealth was rated 
at $40,000,000, but then came tho great 
shrinkage in Comstock values, which cut 
down tho fortunes of all the mining mil­ 
lionaires fully one-half, and Flood’s loss by 
tho Nevada Bank whoat deal was fully 
$5,000,000. 
He leaves a son and a daughter. The lat­ 
ter was always Flood’s favorite, and at one 
time possessed in her own right $5,000,000 
in real estate and Government bonds. 
She 
gave much of this to help her father out of 
his embarrassment about a year ago, but 
she still owns about $2,ROO,OOO. 
Young 
Flood is shrewd but is said to have no sta­ 
bility, and it is said his father nevor trusted 
him in any large deals. 


H en W ho Spend $h«lr Days and N ights 
in th e Saddle. 
These country towns of Mexico, writer a 
oat?!?pohdentof the Boston Herald, ardelio 
nurseries, so to speak, of tho national cav­ 
alry, an arm of the service in which Mex­ 
ico excels. 
The finest sight rn the world, 
one on whom the gods must look d6wn 
approvingly, is a high-spirited lad astride 
a good horse, 
a Mexican boy takes to the 
back of a horse as a Cape Cod boy does to 
a boat. 
At no age is a rider bolder than in 
th a t enchanted period lying between child 
hood and 
manhood. 
A 
Mexican lad, 
in default of a saddle, 
will 
enjoy 
himself hugely bareback. 
He early learns 
to use the rope or riata and, beginning 
with lassoing dogs and pigs, he advances 
to mules and cows, and finally essays the 
roping of a lively bull. 
So expert do they 
become that in war they frequently drag 
their enemies from their saddles by a skill­ 
ful cast of this rope. Some of my youngor 
friends hero seem to me to live on horse­ 
back. 
They come home at noontime to 
snatch a bite, as most boys will, but off 
they are again on their tireless horses. 
They have the good fortune to live in a 
country which enjoys a climate which 
makes out-of-door life possible all the year 
round, and the country lad, continually on 
horseback, grows up straight, robust, and 
daring. 
The “ silla vaquera,” or Mexican 
chair saddle, is excellent for feats of 
horsemanship, and permits of an easy, 
comfortable position. 
The high horn Is, of 
course, for the rope, when, after lassoing 
an animal, tho rope is given a turn or 
two * around 
this 
strong 
protection. 
If your horse falls on you tho horn is 
dangerous and may 
break a 
leg or 
arm. 
But Mexican horses seldom fall. 
I 
am amazed at their quickness, their cour­ 
age, and endurance. 
In the Mexican war 
the native Cavalry were poorly mounted on 
small, inferior horses, and the shock of a 
charge of heavy American horses would 
sometimes overturn the Mexican troopers; 
but nowadays til© cavalry here are mounted 
on larger, stronger* animals, and as the 
Mexican horses are very enduring and can 
live for days on a mere handful of forage, 
they m ight be counted on in war as a match 
for the cavalry of any nation. 
In case of 
the United States ever needing a supply of 
good cavalrymen, reliance, for the most 
part, would have to be placed on the W est­ 
ern lads, who ride a great deal. 
A friend 
of mine just back from Morocco, and who, 
having lived in Mexico, understands what 
Mexican horses and riders can do, tells mo 
that the Arabs, despite tho poetic tales of

travelers, are no belter horsemen than the 
Mexicans, and that their horses aro no bet­ 
ter if so good. 
The opinion of a Scotch­ 
man may be taken as quite impartial when 
judging of the respective claims of Arab 
and Mexican horsemanship.

Ingenious Invention of a Brooklyn Blan 
for D ischarging Dynam ite Shells. 
A gun without a I arrel, which is to bo 
fired Without powder or other explosive, 
and whose discharge 
is comparatively 
noiseless, is the curious invention of W alter 
E. Hicks, of Brooklyn. 
A model may now 
be seen at his office, No. 19 Broadway, New 
York. 
The principle that this gun involves 
is the same as that which hurled the stono 
which killed Goliah. 
Tho gun consists of 
two solid steel wheels placed concentrically 
side by side, and made to revolve by means 
of a Westinghouse engino. 
In tho circum 
ferehoe of each wheel aro placed two proj­ 
ectiles at equal distance Irom each other 
On either side of this double wheel is a 
quadrant, which is so arranged that tho 
gunners nlay by means of it give tho do- 
sired direction to tho missiles. 
Whoa all is 
ready he pulls tho lanyard, and two shots 
on opposite sides of the disk are discharged 
simultaneously. 
Then, if desired, the lan­ 
yard on the opposite side may bo pulled 
and the other two shots released. 
It is 
impossible to fire a singlo shot at a time. 
Either two or four shots must be dis 
charged at once. 
The shots may l>o fired 
vertically, straight toward the ground, or 
in any intermediate direction. 
The appar­ 
atus is designed to bo placed upon a turn­ 
table, so that missiles may bo projected iu 
any direction.

One of the most extraordinary thing! 
about Bt. Petersburg is the iinftvehfiess a t 
tho sidewalks. 
It must surely be ac* 
counted for bj a reaction against the pre* 
vail'ng flatness of Russia. 
Even in lead* 
ing thoroughfares the sidewalks, instead 
of being made, os with us, as level as 
possible, abound in the most treacherous 
ups and downs. 
How drunken men sur­ 
vive a walk through the streets is to mo 
an unsolved mystery. 
In Middlesbor­ 
ough it used to be profanely said that tho 
Quakers,Iwho laid out the town, purpose­ 
ly elevated the sidewalks a couple of feet 
above the roadway in some of the streets 
in order to break the necks of drunkards. 
Possibly a similar benevolent motive 
prompted the construction of the trottoirs 
of St. Petersburg. 
People get used to 
anything, and after aweek in the city you 
become so accustomed to the sudden 
shirtings of gradient as hardly to notice 
their existence. 
In the same way you be­ 
come accustomed to the dvornik, who 
sits dozing outside the door of every pub­ 
lic building or tenement house. 
At first 
nothing seems more monstrous than tho 
presence of this sheepskin-clad mortal in 
front of your hotel, motionless and som­ 
nolent through all the night, but after 
awhile you cease to notice him. 
He is 
supposed to be a substitute for police, 
says a writer in the Contemporary Re­ 
view, and as he survives the winter he 
may be supposed not to feel the frosty 
nights of a Russian spring. 
The weather 
was extremely capricious during the early 
part of May. 
A bright warm sun in the 
morning might be followed by piercing 
winds, with sleet and snow, in the after­ 
noon. 
It was never safe to stir abroad 
without an overcoat. 
Natives admon­ 
ished me solemnly, as if I had been man­ 
ifestly bent on suicide, because I left 
mine at home whenever the sun shone. 
Every one wore a topcoat in St. Peters­ 
burg till well into June. 
The ice in Lake 
Ladoga, I was told, was the great re* 
frigerator of St. Petersburg.

be said to have set in on the Neva. Never 
in any city have I seen so many men and 
women with faces swollen as if from 
toothache as in St. Petersburg.
